The clothing wus Identified 
by her mother, Mrs. Lottie Viers, wid- 
ow of Morgan Viers. Sho and Lottie 
Krazier. niece of Mrs. Viers. came to 
Ironton to-day ard brought samples of 
blue cloth with which Mrs Viers had 
made a dress for her daughter before 
hor disappearance. They were also ac- 
companied hero by Chief of Police 
James Sizemoro, of Prestonsburg. 

The mother said that her daughter 
would have been nineteen years of age 
on next February 2Sth, that she kept 
company with John Coyer, aged K2, 
who was employed in the mountains In 
Kentucky as a conl miner; when Miss 
Viers was 1 6 years of age she gave 
birth to a child and fixed the paternity 
charge on Coyer. He refused to right 
the wrong he was alleged to have done 
her and the case was carried to the 
court where it has been In progress of 
litigation for the past two and one- 
half years. 

On December 9th, last. Coyer, It Is 
said, called at the girl's home and In- 
duced her to accompany him to a point 
up the Big Sandy river, claiming that 
they were going to Elkhorn City to be 
married. December 9th was on Sat- 
urday. On the following Wednesday 
Coyer returned and, the mother says, 
visitbd the home of the girl whom he 
had lured away. Her mother, says, she 
asked him where her daughter was and 
he said he did not know. 

Coyer enlisted In Company C, of a 
Kentucky Infantry regiment, now lo- 
cated at Louisville, Ky. 

On last August, prior to the disap- 
pearance of the girl, her father, Mor- 
gan Viers, died in a hospital at Iron- 
ton, death being due to poison said to 
have been given him ,ih a bottle of 
liquor. 

The shoes worn by the dead girl were 
purchased from William Powers, of 
\uxler, Ky. 

Coyer was arrested at Louisville and 
Is in Jail at Catlettsburg. He will be 
tried in the Greenup Circuit Court 
Another Arre«t In The Case. 

Portsmouth. Ohio, June 12. — Miss Ha- 
zel McKenzie was arrested here to-day 
by Sheriff Mulllns, of Plkeville. Ky., 
charged with complicity in the murder

WETTING SPOILS EGGS. 

Approximately 5,016,000 dozen eggo 
spoil needlessly every year In cold stor- 
age simply because some one mis let 
clean eggs get wet or has wnshed dirty 
eggs before sending them to market,, 
according to the socialists of the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture. 
Careful Investigations of large quanti- 
ties of stored eggs show that from 17 
to 2'2 per cent of washed eggs become 
worthless in storage, whereas only 4 to 
S I>er cent of dirty eggs stored unwash- 
ed spoil. The explanation Is simple. 
Water removes from the shell ot the 
egg a gelatinous covering which helps, 
to keep air and germs out of the inside 
of the egg. Once this covering Is re- 
moved by wusblng or rain which gets 
to eggs In the nest, germs and molda 
find ready access to the contents und 
spoil the eggs. , 

This enormous loss In storage eggsr 
lurgelv rjan be prevented If producers 
and egg handlers, especially during 
March. April and May, will rclraln 
ftom washing eggs destined for the 
storage markets and take pains to re- 
duce the number of dirty eggs by pro- 
viding plenty of clean, sheltered nests 
for their hens. 

Millions of egtrs spoil In storage be- 
cause they have b«en exposed to dew, 
ruin, dirt nnd sun In stolen nests In the' 
grass or fence corners. 

In view o f this great loss of valu- 
able food, tho department urges coun- 
try storekeepers nnd hucksters not to 
accept wasnod eggs for shipment In 
case lots. Shiny eggs, especially in the 
early spring, probably have b "n wish- 
ed. All washed eggs purchased should 
be sold locally for Immediate consump- 
tion.

LOANS BETTER THAN TAXES 



Five Reasons Why Excessive Taxes at 
the Outsat of War Are Disadvantage- 
ous — Great Britain Example Worthy 
of Emulation — How the Taxes Should 
Be Aoportioned.

11117, the House of lteiv 
roscntutlves passed nri act "to provide 
revenue to defray war expenses aud 
for other purposes." 'u the original 
, bill ns presented by Hie Cotunilttee of 
! WjJJ utid_ Menus, the addltloiial reve- 
nue to M UiiveJ waa estimated at (1,- 
|SIO,i>iO,Q0a Ttie aincndmeiit to die In- 
|come tux, whirl] was tacked on to the 
bill during the discussion In Uic House, 
was expected to yield another $4O,0O0V 
OOi or $j0,0oe,000. 

In discussing Um House bllL two 
problems arise: 

I. How much should be raised by 
taxatiou? • 

II. In what tiKinner should this sum 
be raised? 

I. How Much Should Be Raised by 
Taxation? 

How teas the lljrure of fl^oo.tjoo.nno 
arrived at? The answer Is simple. When 
the Secretary of the Treasury came to 
estimate the additional war expenses 
for Uic year 1017-18, be calculated that 
Uiey would amount to some *0,0uT).- 
OOu.UOU, of which f3.000.000,UOO was to 
lie allotted to Uie allies, and $3,000,- 
000,000 was to be utilized for the do- 
mestic tiurjioses. Thinking that it 
would be a fuir proposition to divide 
this latter sum between loans and 
taxes, he concluded that the amount 
to be raised by taxea was SPl.8u0.00O,- 
000. 

There are two extreme theories, each 
of which may be dismissed with scant 
courtesy. The one Is that all war ex- 
penditures should be defrayed by loans, 
and the other is that all war expendi- 
tures should be defrayed by taxes. 
Each theory is untenable. 

It is indeed true that the burdens of 
the war should be borne by the pres- 
ent rather than the future generation; 
but tills dries not mean that they should 
bo borne by this year's taxation. 

Meeting all war expenses by taxation 
makes the taxpayers In one or two 
years bear the burden of benefits that 
ought to be distributed at least over a 
decade within the same jfuerntiou. 

In the second place, wheh expendi- 
tures approach the gigantir *ums of 
present-day warfare, the tax-only pol- 
icy would require more than the total 
surplus of social income. Were tills 
absolutely necessary, the ensuing hav- 
oc In the ecouomlo life of the communi- 
ty wonld have to be endured. But 
w here the disasters are so great and 
at the same time so unnecessary, the 
tax-only policy may Do declared Im- 
practicable. • — 

Secretary McAdoo bod tho rigbt»ln> 
stlnct and highly commendable cour- 
age In deciding that a substantial por- 
tion, at least, of the revenues should 
be derived from Lixatloo. But when 
be hit upon the plan of 50-50 per cent-, 
that Is, of raising one half of oil do- 
mestic war expenditures by taxes, the 
question arises whether he did not go 
too far. 

The relative proportion of loans to 
taxes Is after all a purely business 
projiositlon. Not to rely to a large ex- 
tent on loans at the outset of a war ts 
a mlataae. 

Disadvantages of Exoessrvs Taxes. 

The disadvantages of excessive taxes 
at the outset of the war are as follows: 

1. Excessive taxes on consumjition 
will cause |x>pulnr resenrmenL 

2. Excessive taxes on industry will 
disarrange business, damp enthusiasm 
and restrict the spirit of enterprise at 
the very time when the awasUe Is 
tussled. 

3. Excessive taxes on fnoomes will de- 
plete the surplus available for invest- 
ments and interfere with the plnclng of 
the enormous louus which will be neces- 
sary in any event. 

4. Excessive taxes on wealth will 
cause a serious diminution of the in- 
comes which are ut present largely 
druwn upou for the support of educa- 
tional and philanthropic enterprises. 
Moreover, these sources of support 
would be dried up precisely at tho time 
when the need would be greatesL 

5. Excessive taxation at tho outsat of 
the war will reduce the elasticity avail- 
able for the increasing demands that 
sr» soon to corns. . -t*,^^ 

Great Britain's Polio* 
Tnko flreat Britain as an exnmpl*. 
During tho first year of tho war she 
Increased taxes only slightly. In order 
to keep industries golug at top notch. 
Durlug the second year she raised by 
new taxes only I) per cent of her war 
expenditures. During the third year 
she levied by additional taxes (over 
and above the pro-war level) only 
slightly more than 17 per cent of her 
war expenses. 

If we should attempt to do as much 
In the first year of tho war ns Great 
Britain did In the third yoar It would 
suffice to rnlse by taxation fl.2SO.00OV 
000. If, In order to be absolutely on i 
the safe side, It seemed advisable to 
Increase the sum to 1 1.500,000.000, this i 
should, In our opinion, he the maxl> j 
mum. 



in conslderuiK the apportionment of 
the extraordinary burden of taxes In 
war times certain scientific principles 
are definitely established: 
How Taxes Should Be Apportioned.

stantially less than In Great Britain. 
, and on the larger Incomes about as 
, high, would yield only slightly less than 
: the $532,000,000 originally estimated In 
i the House bill. 

It Is to be hoped that the Senate will 

■ reduce the total rate on the highest in- 
comes to 84 per cent, or at most to 40 
per cent, and that at the same time It 
will reduce the rate on the smaller In- 
comes derived from personal or profes- 
sional earnings. 

If the war continual we shall have to 
depend more and more upon the in- 
come tax. By imposing excessive rates 
now we are not only endangering the 
future, but are inviting all manner of 
difficulties which even Great Britain 
has been able to escape. 

Conclusion. 

The Hons* bill contains other funda- 
mental defects which may lie summed 
up as follows : 

• (1) It pursues an erroneous principle 
In Imposing retroactive taxes. 

(2) It selects an unjust and unwork- 
able criterion for tho excess-profits tax. 

(3) It proceeds to an unheard-of 
height in the Income tax.

It will establish a Just balance be- 
tween loans and taxes and will not 
succumb to the danger of approaching 
cither the tax-only poller or the loan 
ouly policy. Above all. It will keep an 
undisturbed elastic muni:, which 
must he more and more heavily drawn 
upon as the war proceeds
